N the three firſt verſes of this 
Chapter, the Prophet exhorts 
the men of Iſrael to repentance: 
a Firſt, Moving them to thedury, 
WJ Te7ſe 1. Secondly, Preſcribing 
them the manner how they 
© ZE ſhould performe it, verſe 2,2. 
In he former we have, firſt the duty to be done, 
to turne to rhe Lord their God. Secondly, an ar- _ 
gument ro move them to it, taken from their mi- 
ſery in continuing in ther ſinnes, Thou haft fallen 
by thine intquity. |

culey-in- it, The metaphor is taken from blind 
men that walke in-rough places, that ſtumble and 
fall, to the. breaking of their bores, yea, to rhe 
loflc of their lives. Thecondition of theſe men is 
the condition of ps all, wee; have all tumbled b 
finne, and plunged our ſelves into a botromleſſe 
gulfe of miſeryand deftru@ion. - From hence we 
- *may conclude two things : 


I- That all men are miſerably fallen from ' 


Godby ſin, and are in a loft condition. ; 
2. That we muſt ſeeour ſelves thus fallen and 
utterly loft, before we will convert-and rurne ro 
Godby repenrance. For this cauſe the Prophet 
here ſhewes them their miſery tn this regard, 
when he movesthem to this maine duty. 
Concerning the former, thar weeare all fallen 
from God, and areina loſt condition. - There isa 
two-fold fall.: Firſt, a corporalÞ-fall, ſuchwas - 
that of Heph:boſheth, 2 Sam. 4.4. and ſuch was 
Abrers. fall by the band. of 7e4%, 2 San.

Secomdly, there is a: ſpirituall and metaphorical 
fal, and ſuch was the fal of thoſe Iſraelites, and is 
the fal of us al as we are in nature..

berty to vary in any expreſſion, is a great bondage 
and deading to-his ſpirit,and may occaſion a grear 
deale of meere formality in prayer. | 

But now when a Chriſtian hath need ro aske 
ſome ſpeciall mercy either in his ownbehalfe, or 
the behalfe of his neighbour, or in the behalfe 
of the whole Church of God, or when he receives 
ſome new mercy?There is no queſtion but he is to 
aske the one, and co givethankes for the other in 
new expreſſions. This therefore is that which I de- 
termine,v2z. that weak Chriſtians may uſc forms 
as helps to their infirmity,until they gather more 
ſtrength, and that then they are to. lay them aſide 
aSalame man his crutches when hee 1s recovered 
his Iamenefſe. And as for thoſe thatare better a- 
ble, they may aske thoſe things they daily need in 
the ſame words, and give thankes for thoſe things 
they daily receive inthe ſame expreſſions, ſo that 
they looke that rhey bee not. meerely formall 
in what they do; and that otherwifeevery-growne 
Chriſtian is to vary as his occafions dovary. And 
this is the ſentence of one of our Divines of that 
Aſſembly, that comes behind none of rhem, as I 
ſuppoſe, for learning,naturall abilities,or grace. 

This blames therefore two ſorts of men : 

7- The Anabapriſts, and thoſe of the Sepera- 
tion, that condemne nor only corrupt formes, but - 
all formes of prayer,holding the uſe of them to be 
a meere ſuperſtitious will-worſhip ; for they ſay 
it is not to pray inthe ſpirit, and if the formes bee . 
compoſed by others, that it-isto worſhip God by 
mens inyentions.. Of whom I would know whe- 
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ther the godly Jewes ufing this forme: preſcribed 
by the Prophet with a good heart; did pray'in the 
ſpirit or no ? I hope they will not deny it. Nexc I 
would know by whoſe invention they worſhi 
God; when they conceive a-prayer?”-If they hall 
ſay that 'tis by the invetitionof the Spiritof Godz 
that is the opinion of the Entheuſiafts,which look 
to have the Spirit pu words into their: mouthes, 
which is'as much as/ever it did- forthe Prophets 
and-Apoftles ;' wheters:che:Spirit in ordinary 
times, fuch asours only, firs: up holy defires in 
the ſoule, rhe formation of theſe defires into ver- 
ball petitions depends upon mens naturall-abili- 
ties;a5'we may {ce by. every dayes experience,Rwn. 
$.2. The ſpirichelpeth our infirmities with fighs 
and grones, not with words and phraſes. There are 
that looke for all thoſe gifts now, that the emij- 
neniteſt inthe Apoſtles times had, viz. That theer 
ſornes and their daughters ſhall propheſie, that their 
eldmen ſhall dreame dreames, and that their young 
men ſhall ſee viſions, Joel 2.28, Iamconfident that 
many both old and young inthis agedreame more 
dreames, and divulge them too, then tend tothe 
glory of God, or the good of his Church. But: 
why doe not theſe and their children-undertake to 
foretell things to come too, as {gab and others 
did inthe «wn times > If they cannot do that, 
Ile nere beleeve they can ſpeak by the ſpirit of 
propheſic. Beſides, what do theſe men think of all
